This first quarterly report on farm implement and ent, aj in 


Canada shows estimates of total sales and the number of selected 
sold based upon data reported by a panel of large firms. It covers thefirst three 
months of the calendar year and includes comparisons with the same period of 1958. 


The percentage of the tetal business done in each category by the re- 
porting firms i5 known from the last annual survey of all firms in the industry. 
This percentage is applied to the totals of these firms for the current period to 
obtain the over-all estimate. When final 1958 annual totals are known the 1957 
"blow-up" factors now used may be changed and, if Significant, revisions to this 
series will be in order. The implements specified in this report were selected be- 
cause of their importance and because the percentage accounted for by the main-line 
companies was high. 


In this report, preliminary estimates for the entire year 1958 are also 
shown, based upon the sales of the same pane] of firms and calculated in the same 
manner as described above. The sales of repair parts are included in the total; in 
the regular annual reports up to and including 1957, totals of new machines and 
equipment and of repair parts were shown separately. The number of units sold are 
dealers’ sales to the user; the dollar estimates represent total sales to the user 
but at the wholesale price level.

Preliminary estimates of farm implement and re peas saies for the 
pee months show a gain of 25 per cent over 1958, raising that year's total of 
3205 4993 4039 to 925,966,733. Repair part sales to the extent of $39,028,999 are 
aigludeh in this 1959 total; The most Significant change in machines occurred in 
self-propelled combines. The total units sold in 1959, at 4,913, were 56 per cent 
above the 1958 total of 3,150. Other lines surveyed, with 1956 unit sales in 
Lear were as follows: wheel type tractors 25,513 (23,184), pull type combines 
2,640 (2,499), automatic hay balers 12,539 (11, as and swathers and windrowers 
: 653 (3,534). A second change in machines of considerable significance was the 
shift to diesel tractors for farn use. In the total of all wheel tractors over 
<Q HP. diesels accounted for 39 per cent in 1958; in 1959, sales of diesels in 
this "larger" tractor group comprised 53 per cent.

Preliminary estimates of farm implement and equipment sales for 1960 reveal 
a nominal gain of 3 per cent over 1959 to a total of $258,7228,845. This figure 
includes $38,259,504 sales of repair parts which decreased slightly from the 1959 
total of $38,887,438. No unusual movement of sales occurred in the lines shown in 
this report: Wheel type tractor sales fell slightly from 25,437 units in 1959 to 
24,624 units sold in 1960; both pull type and self propelled combine sales were 
lower as were hay balers and swathers. The shift to diesel wheel type tractors 
continued in 1960, During 1959 these tractors accounted for approximately 54 per 
cent of the total number sold in Canada; in 1960 the ratio rose to 62 per cent. 


This report covers 12 months business and differs from the first three 
quarterly reports in that more detail can be made available. The estimates are 
based upon the reporting of a panel of main-line companies whose ratios to the 
1959 totals are known. hey are subject to revision when the total coverage 
annual report for 1960 is completed later this year.

Preliminary estimates of farm implement and equipment sales for 1961 show 
a decrease of 8.6 per cent from 1960 to a total of $236,594,550. Significant de- 
ereases occurred in Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 27.9 per cent and 31.3 per cenw 
respectively, to more than offset inereases in all other areas, Sales of repair 
parts, included in the foregoing total, decreased by 6.7 per cent from the 1960 
figure to $38,553,989 for 1961. In this ease also it was decreases in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan that more than offset small gains in all other areas except 
Ontario. 


There was a decrease in the number sold of all implement lines shown in 
this report exeept diskers where the quantity moved from 4,906 in 1960 to 5,599 
in 1961, The number of wheel type tractors was down 2,119; crawler type were down 
247. The numbers of pull type and self propelled combines sold were lower in 1961 
by 603 and 1,322 respectively. Automatie hay balers, swathers and windrowers, and 
cultivators were down 671, 1,609 and 698 respectively. 


This report covers 12 mcnths business and diifers from the first three 
quarterly reports in that more detail can be made available. ithe estimates are 
based upon the reporting of a panel of main=line companies whose ratios to the 


‘1960 totals are known, Thev are subject to revision when the total coverage

Preliminary estimates of farm implement and equipment sales for 1963 in- 
dicate an increase of 16.6% from 1962 to a total of $329,611,531. All regions 
recorded increased sales. Sales of repair parts included in the foregoing total 
increased by 13.5% from the 1962 figure to 949,789,298 for 1963. All regions 
showed increases, particularly in the province of Saskatchewan « 


Of the eight categories of farm implements covered by this report, six 
indicated an increase in the number of units sold while two revealed a decrease. 
Sales of wheel type tractors increased from 23,765 to 26,564 units. There was a 
decrease of 102 units in the number of crawler type tractors sold. The number of 
pull type combines sold increased from 2,316 to 2,348. Sales of self propelled 
combines recorded a large increase to 7,285 units against 5,884 units sold in 
1962. There was a decrease of 1,410 units in the number of automatic hay balers. 
There were 8,656 swathers and windrowers sold during 1963 compared with 5,889 
during 1962. There was a small increase of 120 units in the number of heavy 
duty deep tillage type cultivators in 1963, Finally, diskers sold totalled 
5,118 compared with 5,041 in 1962.

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Preliminary estimates of farm implement and equipment sales for 1965 
indicate an increase of 11.6% from 1964 to a total of $424,270,000. All regions 
recorded increased sales except Quebec where a decrease of 5.6% occurred. Sales 
of repair parts included in the foregoing total increased by 3.4% from 1964 to 
$54,944,000. Increases in the sales of repair parts were recorded for all regions 
except Quebec and Manitoba where sales declined by 8.7% and 2.9%, respectively. 


Of the eight categories of farm implements covered by this report, three 
indicated an increase in the number of units sold. Sales of pull-type combines 
rose from 2,580 to 2,767 units, self-propelled combines increased by 1,601 to 
8,795 units and swathers and windrowers, which accounted for the largest increase, 
numbered 13,512 units, an advance of 3,673 from 1964. All other categories 
registered a decrease in the number of units sold. Saies of wheel type tractors 
declined by 1,040 to 26,466 mits while crawler type tractors decreased by 60 to 
110 units. There were 11,519 hay balers sold in 1965 compared to 12,027 in 1964. 
The number of heavy duty deep tillage type cultivators and diskers decreased by 
2,101 units and 429 units to 7,024 and 6,112 wits, respectively. 


This report covers the 12 month period ending December 31, 1965, and more 
detail is shown than in the other periodic reports for 1965. The estimates are 
based upon reports of a panel of main-line companies whose ratios to the 1964 
totals are known. The figures are subject to revision when the total coverage 
annual report for 1965 is completed later this year. Units sold represent sales 
to user while the dollar estimates are at the wholesale level.

Preliminary estimates of farm implement and equipment sales for 1966 
indicate an increase of 10.7% from 1965 to a total of $472,443,000. All regions 
recorded increased sales. Sales of repair parts included in the foregoing total 
increased by 10. 3% from 1965 to $61,371,000. Increases in the sales of repair 
parts were recorded for all regions. 


Of the eight categories of farm implements covered by this report, only the 
sales of wheel type tractors registered an increase. The number of wheel type 
tractors sold rose to 30,869, a gain of 4,014 units from the previous year. All 
other categories indicated a decrease in the number of units sold. Sales of 
crawler type tractors declined by 38 to 66 units. Sales of pull-type combines 
decreased by 218 to 2,746 units, while self-propelled combines declined by 1,225 to 
7,399 units. There were 10,816 hay balers sold in 1966, a decrease of 686 from the 
previous year. Sales of swathers and windrowers, at 11,139 units, registered a 
decrease of 931 units while sales of heavy duty cultivators, at 7,306 units, 
declined by 528 units from the previous year. Sales of diskers decreased by 155 


to 6,247 units. 


This report covers the 12-month period ending December 31, 1966, and more 
detail is shown than in the other monthly reports for 1966. The estimates are 
based upon reports of a panel of main-line companies whose ratios to the 1965 
totals are known. The figures are subject to revision when the total coverage 
annual report for 1966 is completed later this year. Units sold represent sales 
to user while the dollar estimates are at the wholesale level.

Preliminary estimates of farm implement and equipment sales for 1967 
indicate an increase of 0.7% from 1966 to a total of $452,450,000. All regions 
recorded increased sales except Manitoba and Saskatchewan. Sales of repair parts 
included in the foregoing total increased by 1.1% from 1966 to $62,685,000. 
[Increases in the sales of repair parts were recorded for Atlantic Provinces, Quebec 
and Ontario. 


All eight categories of farm implement shown in detail in this report 
indicate a decrease in the number of units sold. The number of wheel type tractors 
sold decreased to 29,768, a loss of 748 units from the previous year. Sales of 
crawler type tractors declined by 44 to 29 units. Sales of pull-type combines 
lecreased by 1,419 to 1,905 units, while self-propelled combines declined by 1,391 
to 6,054 units. There were 10,004 hay balers sold in 1967, a decrease of 1,254 
from the previous year. Sales of swathers and windrowers, at 11,179 units, 
registered a decrease of 808 units while sales of heavy duty cultivators, at 6,636 
units, declined by 848 units from the previous year. Sales of diskers decreased 
py 484 to 5,521 units. 


_ The report covers the 12-month period ending December 31, 1967, and more 
Jetail is shown than in the other monthly reports for 1967. The estimates are 
based upon reports of a panel of main-line companies whose ratios to the 1966 
totals are known.
